end of a year ago the loss is Ire- j 
memlous. 
For Hie first time in many, many j 
jeers, so long ago that veteran ob- j 
servers could not recall the date. 
there was not an officially guided 
visitor over the Battlefield on Sat- 
urday. Sunday was not much better 
with nine guided trips, two long 
and seven short, for a total of 64 
visitors. Not a bus toured the field 
Sunday* 
Til us the effect of gas rationing 
is brought straight to the doorstep 
of this historic community. And. 
unless some changes are evoked 
soon, the financial loss to Gettys­ 
burg this summer will reach tre­ 
mendous proportions. 
Hevere Drop 
In the main guides, restaurants, 
hotel*, .lodging houses and souvenir 
stands suffer Ute most. 
On Saturday and Sunday there 
were 64 officially guided visitors in 
the Battlefield For the same week­ 
end of IMI there were 931, a de­ 
crease of 867. 
For the week of May 18 through 
May 24 this year seven buses and 
45 automobiles were guided over the 
field carrying a total of 322 persons. 
For Ute same period last year there 
were 460 guided vehicles for a grand I 
total of 2 499, a loss of 2,177. 
On the outer hand automobile 
traffic on Saturday was considerably 
heavier than the previous Saturday. I 


\ Likewise, on Sunday, traffic was 
slightly heavier than the Sunday 
previous But, guides and outer ob­ 
servers. declare ’it was a local crowd." 
There were a few out of state cars, 
most driving through town.
